It hag 
been tried in the Legislature more than 
once, and after weeks of deliberation 
among onr Solons bills have been passed 
and approved by the Chief Executive, 
which would have reduced the expenses of 
the State many thousands per annum. 
This is notably the case in reference to 
the last session of the Legislature, but what 
haa always been theresul1? Why, jast an 
appeal to the Supremo Court, and the 
verdict of that body has been: "The Con- 
stitution of the State of Nevada inhibits 
any reform looking to tb» reduction of 
officers or their salaries," an J they eould 
do nothing else, so that the only recourse 
for taxpayers in the premises is to demand 
a Constitutional Convention in order that 
the much needed changes may be made and 
the State saved from ultimate bankruptcy.

future looked so bright that the gentlemen

the coming millions would forever call 
them blessed; that the inhabitants of pa- 
latial dwellings on the mountain sides and 
in the sagebrush valleys would in a dec- 
ade or so be proud to pay taxes at the rate 
of §4 or §5 on every hundred; that the 
State Government could not proceed with- 
out ji.st so many chief officers and depu- 
ties, bat alas! the spirit of their dream 
h%s passed away, and now reform or bank- 
ruptcy stares us in the face. 


There were very bright men in that Con- 


vention and honest in all their intentious; 
they were patriotic too, for it took place at 
a time when all of an American's manhood 
was called forth, but as the great Fergofcn 
remarked, "Man is frail," and they oonld 
not be expected to look along tho vista of 
coming years and ascertain what the future 
of the new State was to be. 


We conclude the remarks on the very 


important Sqaeation, for the present, by 
calling general attention to the subject and 
expressing the hope that the Tribune will 
be supported in its initiative movement, 
lor it must be recognized that now is the 
Urns for demanding so very necessary a 
reforn,. 


Changes in the Federal Constitution are 


being proposed nowadays in reckless pro- 
fusion. 
The ITarmers' Alliance, of Kansas, 


calls for the abolition of the Federal Su- 
preme Court. 
The destruction of the 


Electoral College has besn urged in differ- 
ent directions for several years. The other 
Amendments to the Constitution now be- 
ing puaked before the people are legion. 
To mention a few, they are: A Prohibitory 
Amendment; a "Woman Suffrage Amend- 
ment; a Divorce Amendment; a repeal of 
the Fifteenth Amendment; an Amendment 
to inssrt tho word "God" in the Constitu- 
tion. In all of these propositions, or most 
of them, the true idea of a Constitution is 
lojt sight of. The place lo begin a reform 
is not with the Constitution; that is the place 
to end it.
